WASHINGTON, D., C., May 20.—The reason for 
the slow progress of the Government in the 
Star-route cases is at last apparent.

Terrific Experiences in the Mountains 
of Arkansas. 
Sy cial Digpatch to The Chacago Tribuné. 
Lirrtz Rock, Ark., May 2.—Hugh Sanzmore, 
of Milwaukee, Wis., passed through this place 
today en route for Texas. For more than a 
month past he has been traveling in Northwest 
Arkansas in the interest of a New York manu- 
facturing establishment. He describes the re- 
cent storms as having been terrific in that sec- 
tion of country. Said be: “On the Sh I 
stopped at a pioneer’s house on the mountains, 
not far from Mountain View, Stone County. 
Rain had fallen at intervals since the 6th, and 
the swollen streams rushing down the mountain 
gorges interrupted travel. At2 o'clock, on 
THE MORNING OF THE 9TH, 
afearful tornado swept over the mountains, 
leveling trees and spreading destruction on all 
sides. The stables belonging to my host were 
blown down, killing three ,horses, one of which 
belonged to me. The hotise in which I was 
sheitered was | unroofed, and an 18-year-old boy 
sharing my couch was struck in the head by a 
piece of flying timber and dangerously wounded. 
One of his eyes was put out, and he was other- 
wise injured. I carried him to the adjoining 
building, and found the pioneer, his wife, and 
four children terribly excited. 
ALL WERE KNEELING 

on the floor praying. The woman insisted that 
the day of judgment had come, and besought me 
to prepare to meet my God. Presently the fury 
of the storm abated, but a pall seemed to over- 
spread the sky, and it was necessary to keep 
lamps burning constantly through the day. The 
strange darkness added to the terror of the in- 
mates of the house, and as the hours passed 
without diminishing the gioom, the pioneer and 
his wife read chapters in the Bible and prayed 
almost bysterically, while the children filled the 
air with sobs and groans. When the hands of 
my watch pointed to 12 o'clock 
THE DARKNESS WAS DENSER THAN BEFORE, 
and a continuous sheet of lightning played 
across the sky from north to south, lighting up 
the surroundings with unearthly splendor, 
while peal after peal of thunder reverberated 
through the mountain gorges. It wasa singular 
phenomenon-—one I hope never again to witness. 
lL am told all the inbabitants m the vicinity 
thought the world had come to an end, and 
were praying and reading the Bible.

The Western Indidna-Proposed New 
— Passenger Depot. 
Considerable speculation is being indulged in 

as to what will be.the exact terms of the com- 

promise between the Western Indiana Railroad 
and the City Council. It will be remembered 
that some two years or so ago the Western In- 
diana secured the passage of ab ordinance giv- 
ing them power to lay their tracks to the south 
side of Van Buren street, any where between 
State and Clark streets. The passage of the 
ordinance raised a howl of indignation among 
the property-owpers in the vicinity, and when 
the company finally attempted to lay its track 
north of Twelfth street, the dwellers in the 
neighborhood turned out en masse and tore up 
the rails, burned the ties, and made things gen- 
erally very unpleasant. Litigation followed, and 
at every step in the proceedings. resulted 
in favor of the company. The Van Bure n street 
ordinance was deciared valid in the lower court, 
but an appeal to the Supreme Oourt was taken 
by the opponents of the road. The next step 
was to pass .a pew ordinance for the extension 
of Dearborn street south to Taylor, but nothing 
further has been done, pending a hearing vf the 
appeal case in the Supreme Court. A tew weeks 
ago the Council, who f that the Supreme 
Court might decide in favor of the railroad 
company, @ ated a committee of conference 
to wuiton President Brown and other officiais 
of the Western Indiana, and ascertain if a com- 
promise could be effected, whereby in lieu of 
other privileges the company would consent to 

f their claim to Van Buren street. Itis 

understood that the compaoy is not un-

The property, between 
Third and Fourth avenues is in a depigrable 
moral condition, and is unfittea for ordioary 
commercial or residence purposes. It is only 
adapted for storage, manufacturmeg, or depot 
uses. The erection of a bandsome pet there- 
on will add nraterially to the value of the sur- 
roumfling lots, apa in the course of time the 
mareh of business inseparable from railroad 
depots will drive away the squalor, wretched- 
ness, and depravity that now run riot there.

PRISONERS’ AID. 


Various Projecgs for Ameliorating the 
Condition of Compulsory Residents in 
the Cook County Jalil. 

A meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Prisoners’ Aid Association was heid yesterday 
afternoon in Judge Jameson's court-room. The 
Committee on Detention and Prison Discipline 
reported that there werea number of books in 
the jail library of a questionabie character— 
such as would not improve the morals of prison- 


ers. The committee stated that, with the aid of 
Mr. Wickersham, of the Public Library, they 
would examine the books and weed out the unfit 
anes. A resolution instructing them to do so 
was adopted, the jail authorities consenting. A 
resolution was instructing the committee 
to see if the boys cannot be separated more tbhor- 
oughly from tbe hardened criminals, compiaints 
being made that both are sometimes contined 
together. A committee, consisting of Judge 
Moran, the Rev. Dr. Thomas. the Kev. EB. 1. Gal- 
vin, H. N . Hibbard, and, Artbur Kyerson, was 
ee to arrange for Sunday services in the 
jail by ministers of various denominations, It 
ted that Dr. Thomas had expressed a

The sum of $2 had 
been received for the purchase of an organ in 
the jail. Attention was calied to the increase of 
boyish criminais in this county and an investi- 
gation suggested as to the cause. He aiso made 
a piea for cast-off clothing, many of the released 
prisoners being sadly in need of garments of 
every description to enable them tog appear 
balf-way respectable when seeking empMymeut. 
His office is at 45 South Clark street.
